Not the Answer 


In a discussion before the Commonwealth Club of 
California in San Francisco an eminent psychiatrist had 
this to say about the “teen-age” problem,” the problem of 
illegitimate pregnancies, drug addiction, crime: 

“The underlying problem is the failure of our adult 
society to permit the adolescent a real genuine, honest-to- 
goodness part in the real-life action of living.” 

The speaker, Dr. Roy W. Menninger, head of the 
famous Menninger Foundation, suggested lowering the 
voting age to 17, among other things. And he cited the 
plight of the 15-year-old: 

“Except for going to school, virtually nothing that he 
can do is legal. He can’t quit school, he can’t work, he can’t 
drink, smoke, drive—except to and from school—he can’t 
marry or vote. He cannot, in fact, participate in any of 
the adult virtues, vices, activities or responsibilities.” 

That there are many inequities in modern childraising 
is obvious to most thoughtful parents. But we wonder, 
with them, if participating in adult virtues and vices is a 
particularly good way to correct them. And we wonder 
about all the great and good and decent men and women stand her concern, 
who, though similarly deprived, have during generations fornia, but this is 
past become Presidents and doctors and judges and busi- remaining major 
ness executives and priests and civic leaders and just plain States that operate 
hardworking good citizens.
